manner as if he was an enemy to mankind ? All 
the little ſcramblers after fame fall upon h.m, 
pubuith every blot of his life, depend upon hear- 
fay to defame him, and have -recourſz to their. 
own invention, rather than ſiffer him to erect 
himſelf into an author with impunity, Even 
theſe who write on the moſt indifferent ſabjects, 
and are only converſant in works of taſte, are 
looked upon as men that make a kind of inſult 
upon ſociety, and ovght to be humbled as dif- 
turbers of the public tranquility. Not only the 


dull and malicious, which make a ſormidable-

party in our iſland, but the whole fraternity of 
Writers, riſe up in arms againſt every new intru- 


der into the world of fame; and a thouſand to 


one, before they have done, prove him not only 
to be a fool, but a knave. Succeſsful Authors 
do what they can to exclude a competitor, while 


the unſucceſsſul, with as much cagerneſs, lay 
"their claim to him as a brother. This natural 


antipathy to a man who breaks his ranks, and 


endeavours to ſignalize his parts in the world, 
has very probably liiadered many perſons from 


making their appearance in print, who might 
| have

have enriched their country with better produe- 
tions, in all kinds, than any that are now extant, 
The truth of it is, the active part of mankind, as 
they do moſt for the good of their cotemporaries, © 
very deſervedly gain the greateſt ſhare in their 
applauſes; while men of ſpeculative endow- 
ments, who employ their talents in writing, as 
they may equally benefit or amuſe ſucceeding 
ages, have generally the greateſt ſhare in the ad- 
miration of poſterity. Both good and bad wri- 
ters may receive great ſatisfaction from the prof- 
pets of futurity ; as, in aſter ages, the former 
will be remembered, and the latter forgotten. 


Among all ſets of authors, there are none who. 
draw upon themſelves more diſpleaſure than 
thoſe who deal in political matters, which in- 
deed is, very often, too juſtly incurred; confi-. 
dering that ſnirit of rancour and virulence; with 
which works of this nature generally abounds. 
Theſe are not only regarded as Authors, but ag 
Partiſans, and are ſure to exaſperate, at leaſt, one 
half of their readers. ther writers offend only 
the ſtupid or jealous among their countrymen z; 
| | but

but theſe, let their cauſe be ever ſo juſt, muſt- 
Expett to irrita'e a ſupernumerary party of the 
ſol . intereſted, prejudiced, and ambitious. They 
may, however, comfort themſelves with conſi- 

dering, that if they gain any unjuſt reproach from 
one ſide, they generally acquire more praiſe than 
they deſerve from the other; and that writings 
of this k ind, if conducted with candour and im- 
partiality, have a more particular tendency to 
the good of their country, and of the preſent 
age, than any other com poſition whatſoever. 


To confider an Author farther, as the fubject 
of 6bloquy and detraftion : We may obſerve with 
What pleaſure a work 1s reccived, by the invidi- 
ous part of mankind, in which a writer falls ſhort 
of himſelf, and does not anſwer the character 
which he has acquir'd by his former productions. 


It is a fine ſimile in one of Mr. Congreve's pro- 
logues, which compares a writer to a buttering 
gameſter, that Rakes all his winnings upon every 
caſt; fo that if he loſes the laſt throw, he is ſure 
to be undone. It would be well for all Authors, 


if, like that gentleman, they knew when to give 
over 


[mi 


over, and to deſiſt from any farther purſuits af- : 


ter fame while they are in full poſſeſſion of it. 


On the other hand, there i 15 not a more melan- 


choly object in the learned world, than a man 


who has written himſelf down. As the public 
are more diſpoſed to cenſure than to praiſe, his 


readers will ridicule him for his laſt works when 


they have forgot to applaud thoſe which prece- 


ded them. 


The Author, indeed, grows old before the 
man, eſpecially if he treats on ſubjects of in ven- 
tion, or ſuch as riſe from reflection upon human 


nature: For in this caſe, neither his own ſtrength- 


of mind, nor thoſe parts of life which are com- 
monly unobſerved, will furniſh him with ſuffi- 


cient materials, to be at the ſame time pleaſing 


and voluminous. We find, even in the outward 
dreſs of poetry, that men who write much with- 


out taking breath, very often return to the ſame 


phraſes and forms of expreſſion, as well as to 
the ſame manner of thinking. Authors, who 
have thus drawn off the ſpirit of their thoughts, 
ſhould lie ſtill for ſome time, till their minds 


have '

have gathered freſh ſtrength, and by reading, 
reflection, and converfation, laid in a new ſtock 
of elegancies, ſentiments, and images of nature.

the ventilations of the air, the dews of heaven,

Having premiſed thus much by way of Intro- 
duftion, I ſhall take the liberty to cite a few re- 
flections from a late celebrated writer concerning 
Authors, and how far their uſe and abuſe. 
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„ For my own part, notwithſtanding this ge- 
neral malevolence towards thoſe who communi- 
Cate their thoughts in print, I cannot but look 
with a friendly regard on ſuch as do it, provi- 
ded there is no tendency in theirwritings to vice 
and prophanenels, 

&« If the thoughts of ſuch Authors have nothing 
in them, they, at leaſt, do no harm, and ſhew 
an honeſt induſtry and à good intention in the

If they teach me any thing I did not know 
before, I cannot but look upon myſelf as oblig'd 
to the writer, and conſider him as my particular 
benefactor, if he conveys to me one of the great. 
eſt gifts that is in the power of man to beſtow, 
an improvement of my underſtanding, an inno- 
cent amuſement, or, an incentive to ſome moral 
virtue, Were not men of abilities thus commu- 
nicative, their wiſdom would in a great meaſure 
be uſeleſs, and their experience uninſtructive. 
There would be no buſmeſs in ſolitude, nor pro- 
per relaxations in buſineſs. By theſe aſſiſtances, 
the retired man lives in the world, if not above 
it ; paſſion is compoſed ; thought hindered from 
being barren ; and the mind from preying upon 
itſelf, I might farther obſerve, that in enter- 
tainments of this kind a man may be chearful 
in ſolitude, and not be forced to ſeek for com- 
pany every time he has a mind to be merry. 


« But ſhould a writer fingle out particular 
perſons, or point his raillery at any order of 
men, who by their profeſſion ought to be exempt 
from it; ſhould he ſlander the innocent, or ſatirize

ſcribed one guinea to the balls) to fub-.

to believe that that ſubſcription was for 
the balls only. 


ITIux reſort of company was then ſo 
inconſiderable, that the firſt ſubſcription 
money was generally expended before 
Chriſtmas ; when another ſubſcription 
was open at one guinea each to continue 
the balls till about the middle of January, 
without pump muſic, in which interval 
the expence of the rooms was reduced 
from five guineas a night to three ; and 
from that time till Eaſter there were nei- 
ther 
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ther muſic, balls, or plays, as there was no 
company in the town to ſupport either, 


Ir was a common expreſſion, that a 
| perſon might charge a culverine with 
grape ſhot, and fire it from the Bear Inn 
down Stall-ſtreet, at noon, without kil- 
ling any thing but a turnſpit dog or a pig. 


ArrzR Mr. Naſh had ſettled the two 
guinea ſubſcription, he granted a ſalary 
of two guineas a week out of the ſub- 
ſcription money to each performer, one 
for attending the pump-room, and the 
other for the balls, which continues to 
this time ; the muſic are obliged to play 
in the winter ſeaſon from half an hour 
after eight till ten; and in the ſpring. 
ſeaſon from eight till ten, every morning 
except Sunday, This band was conſi- 
dered as Mr, Naſh's.

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Tnz pump- room then was not ſo ele - 
gant as it is now, and the muſic had only 
moving deſks in the room; which being 
very inconvenient when much company 
was preſent, a gallery was built at the ex- 
pence of the corporation, and the room 
itſelf very much enlarged. 


Tux firſt ball room in Bath was that 
which is at preſent Mr, Simpſon's coffee 
room, and was kept by Mr. Harriſon, 
who finding the company daily increaſe, 
was induced to build another, which at 
preſent is Mr. Simpſon's card room. 
Mr. Harriſon's being the only houſe of 
amuſemeut, he made what exactions he 
pleaſed, till the company grew much 
. diſſatisfied, and applicd to Mr, Naſh to 
get another room. built at the lower end 
of the Walks, which was done accord- 


ingly 


lh, 
ingly at the expence of Mr. Theyrs, on 
ſome ground belonging to the Duke of 
Kingſton, and Mrs. Lindſey, a perſon 
who ſung in the opera, was fixed on to 


conduct it. [This room is at preſent oc- 
cupied by Mr. Gyde.] 


Tus balls were held Tueſdays and Fri- 
days alternately at each room, beginning 
at ſix o'clock and ending at eleven ; and 
the diverſions of every kind were ex- 
tremely well regulated, and carried on 
with great decency for many years. 


Wu Mr. Harriſon died, Mrs. Lind- 
fey (with the conſent of Mr. Naſh): ſent 
for her ſiſter Mrs. Hayes, to take upon 
her the management of his rooms ; but 
they played into each other's hands, in 
ſuch a manner, as greatly diſpleaſed the 
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company, who found themſelves not in 
the leaſt relieved from the exactions they 
before complained of.— Mr. Naſh ac- 
cordingly interpoſed, and the two ſiſters 
were under a neceſſity of lowering their 
charges. Soon after an emnity aroſe be- 
tween them, which was never got over, 
and Mrs Lindſey at her death left the 
Whole of her fortune to her houſe-keeper 

Mrs. Lovelace, who continued miſtreſs 
of the room till her death. After this 
Mr. Naſh, for political reaſons, prevented 
as much as poſſible the leaſt intimacy be- 


tween the two rooms, 


- Mxs. Hayes having acquired a con- 
ſiderable fortune by the rooms, was ad- 
dreſſed by Lord H—y, (a Nobleman 
who had ſpent greateſt part of his for- 
tune) who married her ;—And it is a

Mx. Naſh never ſuffered any of the 


company to make innovations in the 
amuſements, nor the band of muſic to 
be under their awe and direction; [which 
was permitted by his ſucceſſor Mr. Der- 


rick, as will hereafter be ſhewn. I —Tley 
were his ſervants; he was their patron;

In the year 1730 there was a regular 
built theatre, on the ſame ſpot of ground 
where the General Hoſpital now ſtands, 
which was occupied by a widow, whoſe 
name was Poor, and was under the ma- 
nagement of one Hornby, a Comedian. 


Ihe company who then frequented Bath 


dedicated ſo great a part of their time to 
-gaming, that the playhouſe met with 
very bad encouragement for a ſucceſſion 
of ſeaſons, and the comedians in general 
were ſo much diſtreſſed, as to be hardly 
-able to ſupport themſelves:. Hornby 
accordingly applied to Lady Hawley, 
who kept the rooms, to take the property 
of the theatre into her hands ; which was 
acceded to, but on conditions ſo much 

to 
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to her advantage, that the comedians 
received little relief from their former 


. diſtreſs. - 


LAY Hawley's theatre was under her 
| ball-room ; (at preſent Mr. Simpſon's 
card-room) the ſeats were placed from 
the ground one above another, till they 
reached within four feet of the cieling; 
there was only one box, which held four 
perſons, over the door ; and what 1s very 
remarkable, the price was the ſame in 
every part of the houſe, half. a- crown 
each ticket. The houſe held thirty 
pounds compleatly ; and Lady Hawley 
was entitled (according to agreement) to 
a full third of whatever money was ta- 
ken, before any of the expences were 
paid, for the uſe of her theatre, and one 


fourth of the nett profits for the uſe of 
her 
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her ſcenes and cloaths; as for example, 
_ ſuppoſing the receipt of the houſe to be 
zol. her ladyſhip's ſhare was 141. the 
ſtanding expence of 'the houſe was fifty 
ſhillings, for muſic, attendants, bills, 
candles, &c. and the remainder was di- 
vided among the performers, which were 
then about twelve in number. Some 
time after Lady Hawley's deceaſe, when 
the reſort of company became more and 
more conſiderable, a ſet of gentlemen 
entered into a ſubſcription to build a 
theatre in Orchard-Street, and the late 
Mr. Simpſon alſo built a theatre under 
the preſent large ball room, both which 
were kept open for a conſiderable time, 
though little to the advantage of the pro- 
prietors : The performances were in ge- 
neral very micdling, though pantomines 
were well conducted at Mr. Simpſon's. 
FinDING 
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FinDING it impoſſible to maintain 
both the theatres, the proprietors of that 
in Orchard - Street conſented to allow 
Mr. Simpſon near 2001. a year to ſhut 
his, which he accordingly did ; and Mr. 
John Palmer, after purchaſing from the 
ſubſcribers the ſeveral ſhares in Orchard- 
Street Houſe, applied; to parliament for 
a patent to ſecure his property, which he 
obtained in the year 1767, when it was 
made a Theatre-Royal.— Had Mr. Palmer 
failed in obtaining a patent, a playhouſe _ 
was intended to have been erected near 
Weſtgate, on.a ſpot of ground which was 
taken for the purpoſe by Mr. Lee, Mr. 
P d, and Mr, D—s ; the owner of 
which has filed a bill in Chancery to 
oblige the parties to fulfil their con- 
tract, and there is no doubt of his ob- 
taining the ſuit, if his juſt title to the 
ground 
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ground in queſtion can be proved. —Be 
it as it may, we cannot help expreſſing 
our concern, that this affair ſhould be 
carried to ſuch lengths, to the great ex- 
pence and uneaſineſs of all the parties. 


4% has been already e obſerved, that the 
buildings in general afforded very in- 
different accommodations for the com- 
pany who frequented Bath: And it is 
well known that many declined coming 
on account of that inconvenience.— 
Weſtgate- houſe, which is now in ruins, 
was a palace for the Princeſs Amelia. 


FonxruxArETIx for the place, men of 
diſcernment and public ſpirit, who fore- 
ſaw its riſing ſplendor, were not then 
wanting to promote it: Among others, 
we cannot but with gratitude introduce

che name of the late Mr. Wood, (whe 
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might with great propriety be called the 


Vitruvius of the age) to whoſe abilities 
we owe the elegante and uniformity firſt 
diſplayed in the buildings of Bath, par- 


ticularly the Square and ftreets near it, 
the Parades, &c. &c. The Circus, in- 
deed, he did not live to ſee finiſhed ; but 
to him are we indebted for the defign of 
that regular noble pile of building, which _ 
will hand down his name with honour 
to poſterity. Nor can we here help con- 
gratulating the inhabitants of Bath, that 


_ the loſs they ſuſtained in the above gene 


tleman, is ſo happily made up to them 
in the abilities of his ſon, the preſent John 
Wood, Eſq; whoſe whole time has, in 
a great meaſure, been employed in their 
ſervice, and to whom the ſuperior ele- 
gance and regularity of moſt of the pre-

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| Tent new ſtreets are chiefly owing. From 
his plan, a new ſet of the moſt elegant 
allembly-rooms in Europe, and a pile of 
building called the Creſcent, (which com- 
-mands as fine a proſpect as fancy can con- 


ceive) are built. 


Tux ſituation of Bath being very near 
to ſeyeral fine ſtone quarries, in a great 
meafure ſerved to encourage the ſpirit 
for building; and though for twenty 
Fears paſt it has continued with equal 
*ardor, it has during that time been inva- 
"riably the maxim of ſome individuals, 
chat the increaſe of its buildings would 
be the ruin of the place.” This point we 
do not mean here, however, to diſcuſs. 


Tux late Ralph Allen, Eſq; on whoſe 
eſtate were ſeveral quarries, had a ma- 
. chine 
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chine conſtrufted to convey the ſtone to 
Bath without the aid of horſes, but it 
was never made uſe of after his death. 


TuAr every improvement might keep 
pace with that of the buildings, the Cor- 
poration of Bath have ſpared no expence 


to render the city as commodious and 
agreeable as poſſible; for this purpoſe, 


they have obtained an Act of Parliament 

for enlarging. cleanſing, and enlightening 

the ſtreets, by a tax on the inhabitants; 
for regulating the Chairmen, &c. &. 
| _ 

WurrtsT the markets continue plenti- 


ful, and tolerably reaſonable, as at pre- 


ſent, Bath will never want mhabitants, 
as no inland town is better ſupplied with 
all kinds of proviſions ; and the good or- 


der, decency, and dignity, with which 
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this polite city is governed, reflects ho- 


nour on its rulers, What is very remar- 
kable, there are fewer robberies in this 
city, than in any one in the kingdom, 
notwithſtanding the many temptations to 
encourage them ; this may be attributed 
to the vigilance of the magiſtrates, and 
the difficulty of the offenders lying con- 
cealed. 


Ha vino ſaid thus much concerning 
the buildings and regulations of the city, 
we ſhall introduce a feœ obſervations and 
anecdotes relative to Mr. Naſh.

His name 
was Bryan, (a native of Ireland) and 
very remarkable for making blunders; 
an inſtance of which may not, perhaps, 


be unentertaining to the reader. 


Mx. Naſh having a diſorder which pre-

the Duke of Beaufort often rallied him 
on the occaſion, and told him, that if he 
would produce him a hare that he (Naſh) 
was at the taking of, his Grace in return

He therefore took off his great coat, 
which covered his running-dreſs, and 
laid it down by the baſket. After he had 
let the hare looſe, the ſtood ſome time 
till he ſet the dog at her; on which ſhe

mong many others, is a proof of the 
goodneſs of Mr, Naſh's heart, and the 
generoſity. of his diſpoſition. Several 
other inſtances of which we ſhall have 

occaſion hereafter io mention. 


Bzroxz gaming was fuppreſſed, and 
in the meridian of his life and fortune, 
his benefactions were found to equal his 
other expences, The money he got 
without pain, he gave away without re- 
luctance; and when unable to relieve a. 
perſon who ſued for aſſiſtance, he hag

behind his chair, as he was playing a 
game at piquet for two hundred guineas, 


won the money, cpuld not help exclaim- 
ing, Good heavens! how happy would 
that money make me!”

© In the ſevere winter in the year 1739,

The colliers at this time 
were greatly diſtreſſed, and in order to 
excite compaſſion, a number of them

Ir is certain, they were in general re- 
ligioully obſerved by his ſubjects, and 
executed by him with impartiality ; nei- 
ther rank nor fortune ſhielded the re- 
my from his reſentment.

he ſuffer them to continue a moment 
longer, leſt invalids might commit irre- 
gularities, to counter: act the benefit of 
the waters. Every thing was to be per- 
formed in proper order. Each ball was 
to open with a minuet, danced by two 
perſons of the higheſt diſtinction preſent. 
When the minuet concluded, the lady 
was to return to her ſeat, and Mr. Naſh 
was to bring the gentleman a new part- 
ner. This ceremony was to be obſerved 
by every ſucceeding couple; every gen- 
tleman being obliged to dance with two 
ladies dll the minuets were over, which 
generally continued two hours. At eight 
the country dances were to begin, ladies 
of quality, according to their rank, ſtand- 
ing up firſt, About nine o'clock the 
tea-tables were introduced ; and as ſoon 
as that refreſhment was over, the com- 
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pany were to purſue their amuſements 
till the clock ſtruck eleven, when the 
Maſter of the Ceremonies entering the 
ball room, ordered the muſic to deſiſt 
by holding up his finger. The dances 
diſcontinued, and after a ſhort interval 
for becoming cool, the ladies were handed 
to their chairs. 


Even the Royal Family themſelves 
had not influence enough to make him 
deviate from any of theſe rules. The 
Princeſs Amelia once applying to him 
for one dance more, after he had given 
the fignal to withdraw, he aſſured her 
Royal Highneſs, that the eſtabliſhed rules 
of Bath reſembled the laws of Lycurgus, 
which would admit of no alteration, 
without an utter ſubverſion of all his 
authority.

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IE was s not les ſtrict with regard to: 
the dreſſes, in which ladies and gentle- 
men were to appear. He had the flron- 
geſt averſion to a white apron, and abſo- 
Jutely excluded all who ventured to ap- 
pear at the aſſembly in that manner ;. 
nay, he was known on a ball night ta 
ſtrip even the Ducheſs of Q. and throw: 
her apron'on one of the hinder benches 
among the ladies women ; obſerving that. 
none but Abigail: appeared in white 
aprons. This from another, would have. 
been looked upon as an inſult ; in Naſh 
it was conſidered as a juſt reprimand}. 
and the good-natured Ducheſs acquieſced 
in his cenſure; though many imagined. 
it was previouſly agreed between the 
Ducheſs and Mr. Nafh, in order that his 
rules might be ſtrictly obſerved by others.

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Nas found more difficulty in attack- 
ing the irregularities of the gentlemen, 
particularly, in his attempt to prohibit 
the wearing of ſwords. Diſputes ariſing 

from love or phy, were often attended 
with fatal conſequences; and to uſe 
his on expreſſion, he was reſolved to 
hinder people from doing what they had no 
mind to, but for ſome time without effect. 
However there happened at that juncture 
a duel between two gameſters, whoſe 
names were Taylor and Clarke, which 
helped to promote his peaceable | inten- 
tions. They fought by toreh light in 
the Grove; Taylor was run through the 
body, but lived ſeven years after, at 
which time his wound breaking out a- 
freſh, it cauſed his. oath | 


Crank from that time pretended to

number; and he died in London about 
eighteen years after in poverty and con- 
trition. From this time it was thought

Hz was introduced as courting his 
miſtreſs, and having obtained her con- 
ſent to comply with his wiſhes, upon go- 
ing to bed, he is defired to pull off his 
boots. My boots, replies Punch, why 
madam, you may as well bid me pull off 
my legs. I never go without boots, F 
never ride, I never dance without them , 
and this piece of politeneſs is quite the 
thing at Bath. We always dance at our 
ton in boots, and the ladies often move 
minuets in riding hoods.

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| Fon that time few ventured to ap- 
pear at the aſſemblies in Bath, in a riding 
dreſs; and whenever any gentleman, 
| through ignorance or haſte, appeared in 
| the rooms in boots, Naſh would make 
| up to him, and bowing in an. arch man- 
| ner, would tell him, that he had forgot 
| his horſe. Thus he was at laſt compleatly 
victorious. 


_ Hz began therefore to reign withouta 
rival, and like other Kings had his miſ- 
treſſes, flatterers, enemies, and calum- 
niators; the amuſements of the place, 
however, wore a very different aſpect 
from what they did formerly. Regula- 
rity repreſſed pride, and that leſſened, 
people of fortune became fit for ſociety. 
Let the moroſe and grave cenſure an at- 
tention to forms and ceremonies, and 

rail 
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rail at thoſe whoſe only buſineſs is to re. 
gulate them ; but tho' ceremony is very 
different from politeneſs, no country 
was ever yet polite, that was not firſt 
ceremonious. This natural gradation of 
breeding, begins in ſavage diſguſt, pro- 
ceeds to indifference, improves into at- 
tention, by degrees refines into ceremo. 
nious obſervance, and the trouble of be- 
ing ceremonious, at length produces po- 
liteneſs, elegance, and eaſe. There is 
therefore ſome merit in mending ſociety, 
even in one of the inferior ſteps of this 
gradation; and no man was more happy 

in this reſpect than Mr. Naſh. 


In every nation there are enough, 
who have no other buſineſs than that of 
buying pleaſure ; and he taught thoſe 
who bid at ſuch an auction, the art of

The following is a faint picture of the

and endangering our liberties, on ſuch vague 
and idle declamations: And I am the more 
ſtrongly moved to oppoſe all innovations, be- 
cauſe I do not find that even the moſt malignant 
enemies of our Prince, have yet dared to charge 
him with any attempt to introduce Popery ,* 
brafs money, or wooden ſhoes, I am even aſ- 
ſured that to the two laſt articles he has a par- 
ticular abhorrence. 


As to arbitrary power on his part, it by no 
means follows that ſlavery muſt be the neccſſary 
conſequence thereof on ours. As he was eleQ- 
ed, ſo he may be depoſed at pleaſure, whenever

have yet heard of, an indefeaſible, divine, he- 
reditary right to reign over us; nor has he the 
diſpoſal of ſuch honours and employments as 
may enſure him at all times a powerful party in 
the ſtate; neither does it appear that he intends | 
to maintain his deſpotiſm by the aſſiſtance of a 
ſtanding army; although, as to this laſt circum- 
ſtance, it has been maliciouſly rumoured that |

chearfulneſs & harmony, ſubmitted them ſolves to 
be governed by Nafh the great; and I cannot 
learn, either from hiſtory or tradition, that any 
general diſſatisfaction prevailed at any time du- 
ring the reign of that Prince; or that there were 
any turbulent attempts, like the preſent, made 
to overturn his government, or alter the prin- 
ciples of the conſtitution, He died full of ho- 
nours as of years, after having created, im- 
proved, and eſtabliſhed this monarchy, accord- 
ing to the moſt perfect model that the wit of 
man could deviſe for us. 1 cannot diſmiſs this 
-great man without obſerving, the very remarka- 


dle reſemblance between his life and actions 


and thoſe of Peter the Firſt of Muſcovy. 


If it ſhould be objected, that our preſent 


Prince has not all the great and ſhining qualities 
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of his Muſtrious predeceſſor; I anfwer, wiki! 
will you find another, delicie humani generis | If 


he has foibles, which of us, alaſs! is without 


them ? If he has ſometimes erred through inad- 


vertency or paſſion, humanum oft errare. Let us 
not ſearch with too ſevere a fcrutiny for his 
faults, if it ſhalt appear, that his general con- 
duct has tended, upon the whole, to the public 
ſatisfaction; that he has ever been ready to ac- 
knowledge and atone for his errors; that he 


has conſtantly attended in perfon all conſtitu- 


tional aſſemblies, and adminiſtred ſtrict juſtice 
therein ; that he has always ſhewn a proper re- 
gard for the nobility who frequent his Court, 
diſtinguiſhing them, without partiality, accord- 
ing to their ſeveral ranks and abilities; that he 


is even frequently known to call forth into his 


ſervice ſuch other of his ſubjetts as have talents 
worthy of the public eye, and who deſire to be 


on a good footing, and to move in a becoming ad 


ſphere; and laſtly, that he has ever perſiſted in 
refuſing to load us with unneceſlary taxes; ge- 
nerouſly chooſing to rely, for the ſupport of his 
government, on the voluntary aids and contri- 


butzons

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butions of his ſubjects. Theſe are his merits; 
and ſurely theſe entitle him to your warmeſt 
gratitude and ſupport: but there is one argu- 
ment more which I muſt mention, though with 
reluctance, through the apprehenſion of offend. 
ing the delicacy of my Sovereign. It is well 
known that the amaſling of treaſures he has al- 
ways magnanimouſlly diſdained ; and ſhould he, 
by the malice of his enemies, be deprived of 
his high dignity and royal revenues, it is to be 
feared that, after his long enjoyment of imperial 
fate, he might not be ſo qualified for any other 
ſation in life, as to acquire therein a competent 
and decent ſupport ; and ſuch as might enable 
him to enjoy otium cum dignitate. Let me whiſper 
this argument to you, my friends, not to your 
heads, but to your hearts: and ſuch of you as 
have hearts muſt 1 the force of it. 


Among the many objeftions that I have 
heard made againſt our Prince, his deficiency 
of ſtature has always appeared to me the moſt 
conſiderable; and I muſt confeſs, that it is 
urged, not without ſome colour of reaſon, that 
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he is incapacitated thereby from diſcharging the 
high duties of his office, with a proper degree 
of circumſpection. It cannot be doubted that 
if nature, when ſhe ſet his parents to work, had 
foreſeen that a Monarch was to be the reſult, 
ſhe would have ordered matters ſo as to furniſh, 
in the fullneſs of time, a figure of becoming 
dignity, and of at leaſt fix geometrical feet in 
perpendicular altitude; but as I know not of 
any operation, whether of nature, or of art, 
whereby he can be begotten over again* or even 
ſufficiently lengthened out, without injury to 
the proportions of his perſon ; I ſhall here offer 
a ſucecdaneum for ſupplying this deſett; which: 
I mean to communicate freely for the public 
good, not defiring any reward; although I am 
fally ſatisfied that, in a hundred years hence, 
it will be ſound of as great general nnn 
the late diſcoveries of the longitude. :

It happened moſt unfortunately, on our 
return to England, that his valct-de-chambre 
made uſe of one of them at Calais, the weather 
being then very cold, to light a fire ; preſuming 
his Lord would not have occaſion for themwhen 
at ſea, and not doubting that he might be eaſily 
ſupplied at Dover. On our landing, my Lord 
immediately called for his ſtilts, as he was de- 
ſirous to make a public entry into that town, in 
a manner becoming his rank and talents; and 
to give an early ſpecimen to his countrymen' of 
the improvement and acquiſitions he had made 
in his travels ; but judge of his concern and ſur- 
prize when he learned that only one was to be 
found. He had never praftiſed hopping upon 
one {tilt ; what then could be done in the pre- 
ſent emergency? He was at laſt, to his great 
mor” 
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mortification, reduced to the neceſſity of walk- 
ing from the Quay to our inn, like other men, 
upon his feet. I have often firice endeavoured 
to perſuade his Lordſhip, that proper timber 
might probably be found in Britain; and alſo 
artiſts capable, with ſufficient inſtructions, of 
making him nearly as good a one as that which 
He had loft; but he as conſtantly declared, with 
the utmoſt vehemence, that no power upon 
earth ſhould ever oblige him to make uſe of ſtilts 
that were not of the true French cut. To this 
obſtinacy of his Lordſhip, if I may dare to call 
it fo, I have always imputed his not making ſo 
conſpicuous a figure in a certain auguſt aſſembly, 
as I am certain he muſt otherwiſe have done.
